FIRE  WARDEN 

Crises  like  the  present  test  the  quality  and  sincerity  of 
everyone's  patriotism  and  citizenship.  The  times  make  such 
unavoidable  demands  for  universal  cooperation  in  the  main- 
lines of  essential  regular  and  emergency  public  endeavor  that 
the  response  given  may  well  be  assumed  to  be  the  real  meas- 
ure of  one's  love  of  country  and  his  appreciation  of  the 
opportunities  it  offers.  Ranking  high  in  the  list  of  public 
endeavor  is  the  protection  of  our  forests  from  fire.  It  calls 
for  full  and  generous  cooperation  by  each  of  us.  Fire  statis- 
tics indicate  that  better  than  98  per  cent,  of  all  fires  in  New 
Hampshire  are  man-caused.  If  human  carelessness  could 
be  eliminated  from  the  problem,  the  number  of  fires  would 
drop  to  a  mere  minimum  of  less  than  2  per  cent,  of  present 
figures  and  fire  costs  and  losses  would  reduce  in  production. 
While  this  goal  will  not  be  achieved  because  of  the  perversity 
of  human  nature,  the  record  can  be  vastly  improved  through 
individual  discipline,  alertness  and  cooperation. 

Discipline  calls  for  personal  restraint  from  following 
unrestricted  natural  impulses  to  do  as  one  pleases  with  regard 
to  fire;  alterness  in  cautioning  others  against  imprudent  and 
illegal  burning  and  in  promptly  reporting  fires  to  the  local 
forest  lire  warden  ;  cooperation  in  complying  with  laws,  rules, 
and   regulations  governing  the  kindling  and  care  of   tires. 
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smoking,  safety  of  mechanical  units  using  fire  in  and  near 
woodlands  and  assisting  the  local  warden  in  extinguishing 
such  fires  as  may  occur 

The  possibilities  of  disastrous  and  expensive  woods  fires 
are  constantly  becoming  more  real.  The  hurricane  felled  an 
estimated  one  and  one-half  billion  board  feet  of  standing 
timber,  much  of  which  was  never  cleaned  up.  To  this  hazard 
has  been  and  is  being  added  extensive  areas  of  slash  from 
additional  hundreds  of  millions  cut  to  produce  vitally  need- 
ed wood  for  the  war  effort.  With  the  stage  so  set,  greater 
caution  is  increasingly  necessary.  It  will  pay  substantial 
dividends  in  unburned  forest  areas  and  the  saving  of  unneces- 
sary fire  expense. 

The  year  1943  was  an  extremely  fortunate  one  because 
of  favorable  weather  conditions.  Many  towns  had  no  fires, 
some  had  minor  fires  while  a  few  had  expensive  ones.  The 
public  controls  the  answer  to  the  1944  and  future  years'  fire 
records.  If  the  public  is  careful  and  cooperative  the  record 
will  be  good. 

Your  town  warden  is.  perhaps,  more  perplexed  and  anxi- 
ous during  these  war  years  than  ever  before  because  of  in- 
creased forest  fire  hazards  and  diminishing  supplies  of  avail- 
able man-power.  He  looks  directly  to  you  to  aid  him.  Will 
you?  You  can  aid  him  most  effectively  by  always  securing 
the  required  permit  before  attempting  to  burn  and  by  com- 
plying fully  with  permit  requirements ;  by  being  patient  when 
he  advises  of  departmental  restrictions  on  permit  burning 
or  that  he  deems  it  unsafe  to  burn  ;  and  by  giving  him  the 
needed  assistance  in  extinguishing  fires  when  he  needs  your 
help.    To  do  so  is  to  meet  one  real  test  of  citizenship.

To  the  Members  of  the  School  Board,  Parents  and 
Voters  of  the  Gilmanton  School  District : 

The  War  effort  last  year  caused  some  changes  in  the 
activities  of  Gilmanton  schools  but  the  effect  is  felt  most 
now  in  obtaining  teachers,  supplies,  and  services.  In  this 
report  comments  will  be  made  on  various  aspects  of  our 
school  life. 

Buildings  and  Equipment,  Maintenance,  Operation,  Repair 

In  joint  action  with  the  Trustees  of  Gilmanton  Aca- 
demy a  portion  of  the  roof  of  the  Corner  School  was 
shingled.  This  should  protect  the  building  from  weather 
deterioration  for  several  years. 

Both  the  exterior  and  the  interior  of  the  Iron  Works 
School  were  painted  during  the  summer.  The  inside  re- 
decoration  now  makes  the  school  rooms  very  pleasant. 

There  are  several  unused  one-room  school  buildings 
which  are  or  will  be  in  need  of  repairs  soon  if  the  school 
district  is  to  retain  them.  No  funds  have  been  set  aside 
in  the  1944-45  budget  for  their  maintenance  and  it  might 
be  wise  to  sell  a  few  of  them  while  they  can  be  disposed  of 
to  advantage.

Miss  Wilhelmina  B.  Reed  of  Belmont,  with  ex])erience 
in  Vermont,  is  now  teaching  the  pupils  in  Grades  I-IV. 
Miss  Elizabeth  D.  Nixon  of  Sandwich  held  this  position 
last  year. 

Mrs.  Florence  M.  Durgin,  a  successful  teacher  in  Gil- 
manton  for  many  years,  is  principal  of  the  Iron  Works 
School  and  has  Grades  I-IV. 

Mrs.  Marion  A.  Heath  of  Springfield,  a  teacher  of 
long  experience,  was  secured  to  replace  Miss  Kathryn  B. 
Driscoll  who  went  to  Wilton.  Mrs.  Heath  was  given  a 
leave  of  absence  in  the  fall  for  an  operation,  and  as  of 
January  1,  1944,  her  strength  was  not  sufficient  for  her  to 
return.     Mrs.  Caroline  H.  Prescott  has  been  substituting. 

Miss  Ruth  F.  Sawyer  of  Webster  continues  as  music 
supervisor,  serving  sucessfuHy  in  a  similar  capacity  in 
neighboring  towns.

State  Police,  working  for  the  State  Bureau  of  Identifi- 
cation, have  fingerprinted  the  new  enrollees  in  our  schools 

this  fall. 

War  Savings  Stamps  and  Bonds 

During  the  school  year  1942-43,  pupils  in  the  two  schools 
purchased  $130  in  War  Savings  Stamps  and  $200  in  War 
Savings  Bonds. 

From  the  opening  of  school  in  September  1943  to  the 
anniversary  of  Pearl  Harbor  on  December  7th,  pupils  pur- 
chased $413.40  in  War  Savings  Stamps  and  $50  in  Bonds. 

Health  Work 

Miss  Ruth  S.  Langille,  School  Nurse,  reports  on  the 
health  of  Gilmanton  children.  She  took  nine  pupils  to  a 
tonsil  and  adenoid  clinic  in  Wolfeboro  during  July  for  their 
operations. 

With  the  use  of  the  Belknap  audiometer  presented  to 
the  area  by  the  American  Legion,  all  Gilmanton  pupils  had 
accurate  hearing  tests.  Two  pupils  were  found  to  be  hard  of 
hearing  and  both  cases  were  apparently  caused  by  neglected, 
diseased  tonsils.     Corrective  work  was  refused. 

Last  year  the  Gilmanton  Corner  teachers  were  able  to 
continue  the  hot  lunch  program  after  Federal  Funds  for 
hiring  a  cook  were  withdrawn,  but  this  has  not  yet  been  pos- 
sible this  year.

Finances 
State  Aid 

The  State  Aid  for  the  coming  year  may  be  somewhat 
less  than  for  the  past  year,  due  to  the  greater  demands  on 
State  Aid  Funds. 
School  Expenses 

School  expenses  must  rise  to  some  extent.  Salaries  of 
teachers  and  other  workers  are  higher,  the  cost  of  scholars' 
supplies  has  advanced,  fuel  may  cost  more,  and  minor  items 
entering  a  school  budget  call  for  increased  amounts.  Rigid 
economies  are  being  exercised  to  keep  the  total  raised  for 
schools  at  a  point  consistent  with  efficiency. 

Conclusion 

The  schools  of  Gilmanton  function  efficiently  without 
much  publicity.  The  pupils  are  being  taught  by  teachers 
who  are  serious  in  their  endeavors.  The  property  is  being 
maintained  in  good  condition. 

In  submitting  this  fourth  annual  report,  I  wish  to  thank 
the  parents  and  voters  for  their  support,  interest,  and  co- 
operation, the  school  board  members  for  establishing  sound 
policies  and  for  critically  judging  our  results,  the  teachers 
and  school  nurse  for  their  hard  work,  constructive  criticism, 
and  fine  achievements.
